In response to the Applicants argument, the Examiner notes that the claimed "application" is interpreted as the applications of Vilppula, the 
claimed "implementation" is interpreted as the user profile in Vilppula, the claimed "entry" is interpreted as the entries/listing of the user 
profile wherein the entry is interpreted as the entry/listing that refers to the type of application, or such as set forth by directory 70 via the 
AID. There are a plurality of entries referring to the same implementation (listing), applications are associated with the implementation 
(user profile), and separate entries are for each application (each application has an entry/list). The Examiner has interpreted that the user 
profile is executed/used in different ways based upon which entry the implementation starts with, because based on which application is 
used first, the user profile is executed/used differently (different applications/entries correspond to different use). A smart card is broadly 
interpreted as a chip card. 
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
